It tho Janesvillo city council de- I 


sire to increase tho license fee to more 
than S'^00, they need not hesitate to flo so 
on account of any supposed bar in tho 
law.

fell to 2S degrees abore zero, and before 
nightfall there were for,r inches ot snow | 
upon tho ground, and altogether ib was 
one of the most forbidding aud wintry 
days wo had for the previous three 
montbs.

quiry into tho loss of tho Daniol Stoinmaun 
has commenced, and tho throo surviving pas- 
sengers wore examined. Captain Scott and 
tho board will procood to Sambro island to 
take tho evidence of tho licht koopor and all 
thoro, and, returning to tho city, will con- 
tinue tho investigation with tlio evidence of 
tho survivors. 


The general opinion oC all competent to 


judjjo is that tho loss was solely attributable 
to negligence. The captain says that ho took 
Sabro light for Chobucto head, flrst sighting 
it two points on tho starboard bow, and keep- 
ing to starboard. This, it is stated, no sano 
roan who know anything about the coast, or 
had tho souse to look at his approach on tho 
chart, would do. Neither Chobucto head 
nor Sambro light can bo approached in that 
direction, and evon if tho light noon had 
boon Chobucto light, ho would have had 
to sail through three miles of shoals mid 
breakers to havo reached port on time. Tbo 
only way of approach to tho harbor when 
Sambro light is first seou on tho starboard 
bow, 
according to experienced men, is to 


wear off to the westward till Boltfa points 
light is well abeam to port, and then Cho- 
bucto light cannot be seeu; but this passage 
should never bo attempted without a most 
experienced pilot and in 
fair 
weather.

I have heard much of Italian illicit love- 


It may 
exist, perhaps, among tho aristocracy, but, 
in the middle and lower classes, it is rnora 
imagination than reality.

oven in high society, still maintain tbo cus- 
tom of making their own wedding outfits. 
A young friend of mine, who bos just mar- 
lied, has brought her husband four dozen 
of every article of body aud houso linen, 
all made and embroidered with her own 
hands, oven tbe laco which trims tho houso 
linen being her own -work.
